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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


INCLUDED  in  the  sale  is  a  quantity  of  furniture,  glass,  and  small 
objects,  the  property  of  Mr.  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  w  ho  states 
that  he  bought  the  Wilson  Tavern  at  Peterborough,  N.  II.,  com- 
pletely furnished,  most  of  the  equipment  having  been  in  the  house 
for  generations.  Such  gathering  rooms  as  the  tap  room  were  fur- 
nished with  tavern  tables  and  chairs,  several  of  which  are  included 
in  the  sale,  as  well  as  a  number  of  sconces  and  other  lighting  fixtures 
with  which  the  old  inn  was  equipped.  The  original  Wilson  Tavern 
was  built  long  before  the  Revolution  and  was  a  well-known  land- 
mark in  this  section.  It  is  said  that  the  militia  from  Peterborough 
and  the  vicinity  gathered  there  after  the  Lexington  alarm.  The 
owner  further  states  that  when  he  took  possession  of  the  tavern, 
much  of  the  furniture  was  found  with  the  old  paint  with  which  the 
wood  had  been  covered  as  was  the  custom  in  early  days.
